Mr,  Chairnan,  Gentlenen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1959, 

The  statistical  details  of  the  year*s  Public  Health 
activities  and  happenings  are  set  out  and  tabulated  in  the  body 
of  the  report,  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
instructions • 

The  population  of  12,090  shows  an  increase  of  170  over  the 
1953  figure.  This  figure  is  likely  to  increase  with  the  rapid 
development  of  the  district  over  the  next  few  years. 

The  total  births  numbered  178,  giving  a birth  rate  (adjusted) 
of  14.6  compared  vd.th  the  national  figure  of  16,5#  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths  and  the  four  infant  deaths,  which  occurred  in  the 
first  week  of  life,  give  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  22,5. 

Deaths  in  1959  totalled  172,  an  increase  of  3 on  1958, 
giving  a death  rate  (adjusted)  of  14,6  to  compare  with  the  figure 
for  England  and  V/ales  of  11,6. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  172,  shows  a 
reduction.  The  figure  is  largely  made  up  of  cases  of  measles 
and  scarlet  fever.  One  cause  for  concern  is  the  thirteen  now 
cases  of  tuberculosis;  the  position  with  this  disease  is  being 
closely  watched. 

During  the  year  I was  informed  of  two  cases  of  persons 
suffering  from  Undulant  Fever,  O'a  investigation  the  milk  supply 
was  found  to  bo  infected  with  the  Brucella  organism  and  immediate 
steps  were  taken  to  have  the  milk  heat  treated  until  the 
affected  cov/s  were  isolated.  The  problem  of  Brucellosis  in 
cattle  is  a national  one  and,  now  that  tuberculosis  has  been 
eradicated  from  herds,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  a comprehensive 
scheme  for  the  eradication  of  Brucella  will  be  put ’in  hand 

There  was  some  slow  down  in  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
during  1959  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  on  a 
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further  huildinc  progranr.iG  so  that  our  five  year  prograriune 
should  be  largely  completed  in  1960# 

Again  I v/ould  express  my  appreciation  of  the  consideration 
and  support  given  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  help  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
and  other  officials  and  departments.  I am,  of  course, 
specially  indebted  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  generous  and 
ready  co-operation  at  all  times*

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERi\L  CHARi^-CTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  Urban  District  of  Crompton  covers  some  2,865  acres 
located  on  the  v/e stern  slopes  of  the  Pennine s on  the  fringe  of 
the  South  Lancashire  Industrial  Area,  varying  between  550  to 
1,300  feet  above  sea  level#  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
Urban  District  of  Milnrov;,  on  the  south  and  west  by  the  Urban 
District  of  Royton,  on  the  south  by  the  County  Borough  of 
Oldham  and  on  the  east  by  the  Urban  District  of  Saddle worth 
in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire# 

Much  of  the  outlying  area  is  comprised  of  agricultural 
and  moor  land,  v/hilst  the  industrial  centre  is  devoted  to 
cotton  spinning  and  hero  the  greater  part  of  the  population 
is  housed. 

The  district  is  divided  into  four  v/ards  - North,  South, 
East  and  ?/cst. 

'The  sub-soil  is  cbdefly  clay  and  shale,  with  sand  and 
rock  in  places  overlying  the  coal  measures. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities  - rail 
and  bus  services.

COMMEM'S  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


There  were  172  deaths  in  1959  giving  a rate  (adjusted)  of 
14,6  to  compare  with  the  national  figure  of  11.6.  The  chief 
causes  of  death  were  cancer,  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system,  heart  and  circulatory  diseases.  There  v/ere  25  deaths 
from  all  forms  of  cancer  compared  with  30  in  1958, 

Table  I shows  the  vital  statistics  for  1939  - 1959, 

Tables  II  and  III  show  the  causes  of  death  and  also  the 
quinquennial  birth  and  death  rate  since  1934, 

Infant  deaths  totalled  4,  all  occurring  v/ithln  the  first 
v/eek  of  life.  There  v/erc  no  maternal  deaths  associated  with 
child  birth. 

PKEVALENGE  kW)  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  A.ND  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

There. was  loss  infectious  disease  in  1959  - 172  cases  as 
compared  with  1958  - 197  cases.  Measles  (116)  and  Scarlet 
Fever  (34)  accounted  for  most  of  the  cases.  Scarlet  Fever 
continues  to  be  mild  in  chara.ctcr. 

With  only  one  caso  of  V/hooping  Cough  notified  the  effect 
of  the  - immunisation  programme  is  readily  seen. 

Both  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year  have 
recovered. 

The  offer  of  vaccination  against  this  disease  is  nov7  made 
to  all  persons  up  to  40  years  of  ago  and  any  person  desirous  of 
vaccination  should  apply  to  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  local 
school  clinic. 

There  were  13  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  12  Pulmonary  and  1 
Non- Pulmonary  in  1959,  Lo-st  year  I was  pleased  to  report  no 
now  cases  of  Tuberculosis  but  did  remark  that  we  could  not 
expect  this  to  happen  every  year.

Mr,  Chairman,  Oentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I submit  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  and  on  the  work 
of  your  public  hecLlth  inspectors  for  the  year  1959, 

Frogross  was  maintained  in  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
during  the  year  despite  the  slow  dovm  in  the  building  of  new 
houses. 

The  year  saw  the  introduction  of  Standard  Improvement 
Grants  for  houses.  It  is  hoped  that  these  nev/  grants  v^ill  be 
attractive  to  owners,  especially  of  tenanted  property,  and  thus 
bring  the  general  body  of  housing  in  the  district  up  to 
modern  standards.  So  far  this  hope  has  not  been  realised, 
applications  being  in  the  main  from  ovmer  occupiers.  The  time 
is  approaching  when  the  standard  of  fitness  for  houses  v/ill 
include  reference  to  hot  water  supply,  bathroom  and  inside 
v;ater  closets.  Local  authorities  v/ill  thnn  have  po’.Yor  to* 
enforce  this  standard  in  all  houses. 

In  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution  progress  in  implementing 
the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  was  maintained.  The  main 
landmarks  v/ere  the  conf irmativon,  without  objection,  of  the 
Council’s  first  smoke  control  area  and  submission  of  the  five 
year  programae.  Your  inspectors  have  met  with  a good  welcome 
from  Industrialists  and  householders  who  readily  appreciate 
the  need  for  cleaning  the  air.  The  extra  administrative  work 
in  regard  to  smoko  control  has  been  managed  but  not  v/ithout 
difficulty. 

The  warm  summer  of  1959  brought  its  problems  in  relation 
to  refuse  collection  and  disposal  but  those  wore  overcome 
without  undue  nuisance.  The  decision  in  1959  to  hire  from 
Milnrow  Council  a mechanical  dozer/shovcl  for  tip  control 
should  bring  benefits  to  both  Councils  and  is  a further 
example  of  hov/  the  smaller  looal  antbor*itios  can  no-oporato 
to  give  an  eff'^  ciont  sorvico  •

It  is  a groat  ploasaro  to  thank  tho  Chairman  and  Momhers 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  daring  tho  year* 
Any  report  or  proposal  to  tho  Committee  alv/ays  receives  careful 
consideration,  no  officer  could  ask  for  more.  Grateful  thanks 
are  also  duo  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  continued 
a.r.vico  and  oncouregoment , and  to  tho  Chief  Officers  for  their 
co-operation. 

No  report  would  bo  complete  without  special  thanks  for 
the  excellent  v/ork  of  Mr#  Rustidge  and  Mrs#  Chadwick#  This 
is  reflected  in  this  report#

(A)  SANITARY  CIRCU]\'I3TAHCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1)  V/ATER  SUPPLY, 

Public  Supply*  The  district  is  well  served  ivith  a sufficient 
and  excellent  supply  of  v/atcr  in  mains  by  the  Oldham  Corporation. 
This  supply  v/as  maintained  at  all  times  during  the  lon^i  drought  of 
1959  v;hen  less  fortunate  water  authorities  had  to  take  severe 
restrictive  measures*  Three  samples  vrcre  submitted,  one  for 
chemical  analysis  and  tv/o  for  bacteriological  examination,  all 
proved  satisfactory* 

Complaint  v/as  received,  during  the  year,  regarding  the 
failure  of  aluminium  kettles.  After  investigation  it  v/as 
presumed  that  the  cause  v/as  '’electrolytic"  action*  Small  particles 
of  copper  from  nev/  piping  acting  as  nuclei  and  together  with  the 
acidic  character  of  the  water  sotting  up  a '’battery"  action. 

Samples  of  v/ater  taken  later  showed  neutrality  and  no  further 
complaints  v/ero  received* 

Private  Supply*  Some  99  houses  and  farms  in  the  district 
arc  served  by  v/ells  and  springs*  Eight  samples  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examirmition  and  proved  satisfactory*

One  supply  serving  a farm  and  four  houses  was  approved  as 
satisfactory  by  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food.  This  spring  supply  was  to  bo  connected  up 
to  the  premises  in  lieu  of  the  existing  unsatisfactory  shallow 
v/c  11  * 

2)  SEWAGE  disposal* 

Most  of  the  district  is  sev/crod,  the  sev/ago  being  carried 
for  treatment  to  the  Nov/  Hoy  and  Low  Crompton  V/orks. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  in  the  district  v/as  reduced  to 
100  during  the  year  due  to  the  closing  and  demolition  of  houses 
served  by  nine  pails*  The  regular  weekly  collection  of  those 
pail  closets  was  maintained.  The  Council  have  decided  to 
purchase  a gully  emptying  machine  with  a suitable  night  soil 
attachment  to  mo.ko  this  collection  in  a more  hygienic  manner* 
Delivery  of  the  machine  is  duo  early  in  1960* 

3)  RI^/ERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Mersey  Rivers  Board  is  the  controlling  authority  for 
the  streams  in  the  district*  Complaints  of  obstruction  to  the 
flov/  of  the  River  Beal  v/ere  passed  on  to  tho  Surveyor  and 
roceivod  prompt  attention.

For  part  of  the  year  a rosnlar^  seven  day  _ coll -.ction 
was  naintained  for  all  parts  of  the  district  but^tnis  could  not 
bo  naintainod  for  the  whole  year  due  to  iiicroasou  oulk  of  r^fUoC 
and  new  housing.  Ratepayers  are  now  av/arc  of  oho  obligation  o..  _ 
an  authority  to  roriove  all  types  of  done s tic  rofuso  ano. 
consequently  the  calls  on  the  departnent  to  ronovc  old^nattresses^ 
bedsteads,  furniture,  pianos  and  otlicr  bulky  articles  is 
increasing.  These  "f littings as  they  arc  called  by  the 
collectors,  take  up  tine  and  interfere  with  the  nornal  collection. 

In  addition  there  is  trenendous  increase  in  the  use  of  paper 
for  v/rapping,  display  and  protection  of  goods.  This  all  goes  to 
the  dustbin,  especially  during  a v/arn  suniaer,  and  will  3,ncroaso 
with  the  advent  of  saokc  control  areas. 


(b)  Rofuso  DispvOsal.  2,475  loads  of  refuse  were  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Rushcroft  during  1959,  This  tip  is 
rapidly  filling  up  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Council 
cominencod  negotiations  for  a now  tipping  site  at  Thornhan. 


The  warn  sunnor  brought  big  problens  in  respect  of  nuisance- 
frec  tipping  but  by  and  largo  they  were  ovcrcor.ic.  Some  fires  did 
develop  especially  towards  the  end  of  the  sunr.ier  but  those  were 
quickly  controlled  and  no  nuisance  was  allowed  to  arise.  Regular 
troatnents  for  rats  and  insects  prevented  any  complaints  on  that 
score , 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  join  v/ith 
Milnrov/  Council  in  the  use  of  a mechanical  dozer/shovol  for  use 
on  the  tip.  This  was  a big  step  foioArard,  both  in  lo.bour  saving 
and  tip  control. 


(c)  ^pl^'^ugo , 58  tons  11  cwts  56  lbs.  of  waste  paper  wore 

collected  and  bo.lod  in  1959,  realising  an  income  of  £356. 15s.  Od. 
ihis  was  an  increase  in  weight  on  1958  but  due  to  a fall  in  the 
price  of  paper  there  v/as  a fall  in  income  of  £16,  5s.  7d.

Domestic.  During  1959  the  detailed  survey  of  the  Council’s 
first“3'moke  'Control  Area  was  completed,  the  report  approved  and 
subinittod  for  confirmation  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  ^Local 
Government.  The  Order  v\ras  subsequently  confirmed  by  the  Minister 
to  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  I960.  It  is  believed 
that  this  was  one  of  the  first  areas  containing  substantial 
numbers  of  private  housing  to  bo  designated  for  smoko  control  in 
this  part  of  the  country.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
applications  for  grant  tov/ards  adaptation  of  fireplaces  wore 
being  approved  by  a special  sub-comraitteo  set  up  by  the  Comicil. 

Crompton  is  in  a Black  Area  for  purposes  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  and,  in  common  v/ith  other  authorities,  a five-year  prograinirxO 
for  Smoke  Control  was  submitted  to  the  Minns  try  in  1959.  This 
calls  for  over  ono-third  of  the  district  to  be*  the  subject  of 
smoke  control.  It  is  a well  balanced  programme  including 
private  and  co'uncil  housing,  part  of  the  central  area  of  the 
toi/vn  aiiu  now  development.

606  cattle  (including  207  cows),  721  sheep  and  11  pigs 
v;ero  killed  and  inspected.  31.33%  of  cattle  and  13.04%  of 
cov/s  wore  found  to  bo  affected  with  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis.  This  was  higher  than  in  1958  but,  as  this  v/as 
nearly  all  duo  to  minor  parasitic  conditions,  there  is  no  cause 
for  alarm.  In  the  case  of  Tuberculosis  the  figure  for  cows 
affected  of  10.63%  is  low  and  shows  tlic  success  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood’s  uradi cation  scheme.  The 
total  v/oight  of  meat  and  offal  conderiond  was  1 ton  6 cwts.

4)  MILK  S/llPLING  - BRUCELLOSIS. 


As  a result  of  the  two  cases  of  Undulant  Fever  in  humans, 
v/hich  were  notified  durinp  the  year,  investigations  were  carried 
out  in  one  herd  of  cows.  Samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
special  bac toriolopical  examination,  the  result  of  which  showed 
throe  cows  to  be  infected  v/lth  Brucella  Abortus.  These  three 
animals  v/ere  isolated  and  their  milk  subjected  to  heat  treatment. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  one  of  the  cows  h-ad  been  slaughtered  and 
the  other  two  were  "dry".  To  obtain  those  results  a total  of 
43  samples  of  milk  wore  taken  at  the  farm,  14  of  v/hich  proved 
unsatisfactory.
